The  Imporlol  Japaneao  Oovora’nent.  in  Ita  deaire  to  aooure 
pormonont  peaoe  in  Eaat  Aala.  haa  nlwaya  atrivon  tr>  promoto 
frlendahlp  and  cooperation  botvreon  Japan  and  Chinn*  However, 
an  atmoaphero  of  hoatility  tcrorda  Jopon  hoa  been  oroated  thro* 
ughout  Chinn  by  nnti-Jnoono a*'  ngitationa  uaod  ae  an  inatrument 
by  the  Nanking  Oovorninont  to  nrojso  nublio  opinion  and  to  on- 
hanoo  ita  ''wn  politioal  power.  The  Chineae.  ovor-eonf ident  of 
thoir  notional  atrength.  oontoaptuoua  of  our  power,  and  alao  in 
leaguo  with  the  Coo'nuniata,  have  eaaumed  toward  Japan  an  inoreaa* 
ingly  arrogant  and  inaultlng  attitude.  Heroin  liea  the  oauae  of 
oil  untoward  oventa  which  have  nriaon  ropoatedly  during  rooent 
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The  'proaont  Incident  ia  but  the  inevitable  outcome  of  thia 
aituationi  Dynaraite  had  boon  Ignited  i  the  inevitable  oxploaion 
nerely  hopponod  to  occur  on  tho  banka  of  the  Yunting.  The  terrible 
Turgchow  maaaacro  la  alao  traceable  to  the  aome  oauae.  In  South 
and  Central  China.  Japanoao  livoa  and  oroporty  have  been  ao 
jeopard igod  that  our  people  have  been  ccmpellod  to  evacuate,  aban- 
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doning  everything  thoy  hod  acquired  after  yeara  of  inooaaont  toll.

In  the  Peiping  end 
Tiontein  area,  our  Gorriaon,  in  the  face  of  oountleae  Chinsao 
provooatlona  and  Icwloaa  actlona,  hca  done  no  more  tho^  was  ab- 
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selutoly  noaossa»if  *o  soouro  llnoa  of  aomiunlaa tlens  and  to  prr^toot 
Japanoso  nationals  thoro. 


On  tho  othor  hond.  our  Oovornraont  ndvisod  tho  Nanking  Oovorn- 
<nont  to  put  on  immodiato  stop  to  all  provoontlvo  aots  and  to 
rofraln  from  rbstruotlng  tho  nogntlatlons  holng  ornduotod  rn  tho ‘ 
spot.  Tho  Nanking  Oovornnont  nrt  only  rofutod  to  follow  our  coun- 
Bol,  but  orooocdod  toward  tho  oo'n*'l'jtlon  of  war-liko  propo  rat  Ions 
Against  us.  In  flagrant  vioiatLoji  of  solo'nn  ?nlllto.ry  agrooinonts » 
tho  Chlnoso  novod  vc.st  amloo  norrhward,  manaolng  our  Garrison, 
and  oonoantratod  troops  In  and  afrund  Shangholi  Tholr  provoeatlvo 
attitudo  booamo  raoro  oloorly  doflnod  at  Honkow.  ^Inal'.y  nt  Shang¬ 
hai,  tho  Chlnoso  '•ponod  firs  upon  cor  KVv.-.l  Noadgunrtors  and 
bomb'"'*  ♦'Arships  ‘’r'ni  tho  air. 

In  this  manner  havo  tho  Chlnoso  insultod  our  Oovornmont, 
oooraittod  aots  of  unpardonable  -.troolty  agoinst  our  country,  and 
gravely  ondangorod  tho  livos  and  property  of  our  nationals 
throughout  China.  Thoy  have  finally  oxhaustod  tho  patience  of  the 
Japanese  Oovornmont.  It  has  thus  booone  Imperative  to  take  drastic 
moasuros  in  ord-r  to  ohastisc  the  lawless  Chlnoso  troops  and  to 
impross  upon  tho  Nanking  Government  the  nooosslty  for  re  cons  Iderai- 
tion  of  Its  ottitudo  toward  Japan. 

That  matters  should  have  oome  to  this  poss  Is  dosply  deplored 
by  tho  Japanese  Oovornmont  whloh  earnestly  desires  the  malntenanoo 
of  peace  In  tho  Orient  and  slnoorcly  hopes  for  tho  attainment  of 
common  prosperity  and  public  wolfaro  in  Japan  and  China.  The  aim 
of  the  Japanese  Government  is  none  other  than  tho  roalljatlon  of 
Slno-Japaneso  oocporation.  Their  only  desire  Is  to  orodicato  tho 
antl-forolgn  and  anti-Japanese  movement  rampant  In  China,  and 
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oopipl«t«ly  to  ellminata  tho  fundamontal  eausos  of  unfortunate 
inoldonti  Buoh  as  tho  proaont  ono ,  with  a  vlow  to  bringing  about 
truly  hamonieua  oollnborotlcn  onong  Japan,  Uonohrukuo  and  China. 

Noodloss  to  say,  tho  Jaoanoao  Oovornmont  harbours  no  torrlto^ 
rinl  designs.  Its  solo  intention  is  to  bring  to  reason  tho  Vnnking 
Ooyernmont  and  tho  Kunmlntarg  Part^r,  both  of  which  have  porsistontly 
incited  nnti-Japnnoso  sonti’nonis  ••r.iong  the  Chinese  pooole.  Tho 
Japnnoso  boar  no  ill-Trlll  towrr''.  fko  Innocent  Chinese  nossos.  In 
conclusion  wo  horoby  st^to  that  cho  Japanese  Gowornment  will  spare 
no  efforts  in  safeguard irg  foroigr  rights  and  interests  in  China*
